Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-25, 27-31, and 33 allowed. Claims 26 and 32 are canceled 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art does not 
teach all of the limitations of the independent claims in combination with other elements. 
Specifically, prior art does not teach comparing how many of said first induced messages are 
received by said first device when said jam packet messages are not present with how many of 
said second induced messages are received by said first device when said jam packet message 
are present; and determining whether a protocol mismatch exist based on said step of comparing.
